The sacrod remains of King Philip 


Augustus of France, founder of the 
University of Paris, may rattle in his 
grave. 
The ghosts of scholars who 


lived in the year of our Lord 1200 
may shake their 
skulls 
warningly 


when they hear of that extensive pro- 
gram of sports and physical training 
upon which the Paris students of 1922 
are embarking. 


Was not a university the place 


where one merely studied from books? 
Were not seven centuries of brilliant 
scholarship at 
the 
University 
of 


Paris proof enough that all such an 
institution has to do Is to fill the 
minds of students with knowledge? 


This medieval conception Is slowly 


giving place to the new type of uni- 
versity life which combines mental 
with physical education, as the Brit- 
ish and American universities 
are 


doing. 


Although the University of Paris 


itself does not feel prompted as yet 
to take up physical education in its' 
curriculum, an 
association of 
stu- 


dents and scholars from that univer- 
sity is undertaking to give the ac- 
ademic youth of France an 
oppor- 


tunity to become strong and healthy 
and to eliminate the emaciated book- 
worm from its ranks. 


The Paris University club, founded 


in 1905 and numbering 
about 2,000 


active members, is now being recog- 
nized as a body of public usefulness 
by the city of Paris, which has do- 
nated to the club an area of 24 acres 
to build a stadium for student sport 
activities. Up to now the club has 
used a small stadium built under the 
auspices of the French ministry of 
public instruction. 
The new, large 


and expensive stadium is to be fin- 
anced by the same ministry, by the 
city of Paris and by generous gifts 
from sport enthusiasts. 


On the land where fortifications are 


being torn down, near the walls of 
Paris and about a 
mile 
from 
the 


Seine river, the students' stadium will 
be built. The lovely Bois de Vincen- 
ncs, one of the French capital's vast 
suburban parks, is at a few blocks' 
distance from the site of the stadium. 
At present a number 
of workmen 


free the ground from enormous heaps 
of stones while others are busy mak- 
ing the territory as even as possible. 


Probably by the end of this year 


the French students will be able to 
.start on their physical training in the 
model stadium at the Porte 
Doree. 


After their class hours the students 
and scholars" of the 
University 
of 


Paris will hurry to their stadium and 
devote themselves 
to various 
open 


air sports: rugby, football, .racing of 
any kind, 
tennis 
and 
basketball. 


Dressing rooms with 
shower 
baths 


will be provided for them, a fact of 
which the students are very proud. 


A peculiar feature of this etadium 


training will be the 
medical 
com- 


mittee, appointed not by university 
authorities but by the private Paris 
University club, which 
is to 
send 


supervisors to the stadium who will 
see to it that no student 
overdoes 


his training. 


"Sport is a means and not an end 


in itself. 
Sport is not the search for 


the champion. 
It is the means of 


ing sane, energetic 
men in 
whom 


moral intellectual and physical quali- 
ties shall be harmoniously balanced," 
is the principle underlying the medi- 
cal supervision program of the club. 


Those thousands of young people 


who may never attain a sport record, 
but to whom physical training means 
a pledge for their own health and 
that of their descendents, 
must 
be 


guided by medical men 
who know 


just how far training may go with- 
out becoming excessive and danger- 
ous to the 
health of the 
growing 


youth. 


With such guarantees attached to 


its sport exercises, the club has be- 
come extremely popular at the Paris 
university; its membership, 
in fact, 


is steadily increasing:, and the work 
of the club is regarded as "a boon 
for the French academic youth and 
for France."

Douglas B. Armstrong says 
that a 


curious phase of Allied war-time pro- 
paganda in enemy countries has been 
revealed by the discovery of a large 
number of clover forgeries of Ger- 
man postage stamps. 


German philatelists examining thcsfi 


forgeries were struck by tho fact that 
in practically every detail except per- 
foration the stamps were the same 
as German issues. 


Inquiries which 
followed 
showed 


that millions of German stamps had 
been printed in this country during 
the war for use in distributing pro- 
pagandist literature in Germany. 


The plates were made at the Mint, 


water-marked paper of. the kind used 
in Germany was specially manufac- 
tured, and Identical .printing 
inks 


obtained. 
Only in the matter of per- 


foration was any mistake made. This 
was carried out on the machines or- 
dinarily used for British stamps with 
a perforation gaugo quite 
different 


from that used in Germany. 


The stamps were forged in order 


that our secret agents in Germany 
might post large quantities of pam- 
phlets without risking 
identification 


by purchasing unusual quantities of

Whereas tho pumping in an animal is 
done by a single large organ, in plants 
it is carried on by minute cells, eac',.J 
of which expands and contracts witH 
a throbbing action, continually draw- 
ing up water from below and expelling 
it upward to tho next cell. The act- 
ive cells are mostly in the cortex or 
inner bark; next to the woody tissue. 
Tho biologist explains the experiment 
which let to his conclusion as fol- 
lows: "A chrysanthemum plant had 
all its leaves removed and the stem 
coated with an impermeable varnish, 
thus causing a complete stoppage of 
transpiration. The root pressure was 
eliminated by cutting off the root. 
The cut end of the stem was next 
placed in water, and the ascent took 
place at the rate of 60 feet per hour, 
and this in the complete absence of 
transpiration and root pressure. The 
ascent must therefore be due to some 
independent cellular activity present 
in the interior of the plant." Sir J. C.

conference on the Near cast are not going

everything but the name. 
^lr. Hughes, 


careful not to give our participation any 
formal aspects for fear of waking the Bo- 
rah bloc in congress, has 
nevertheless 


seen that very large American interests 
are concerned in the territories under dis- 
pute and that we shall have to talk as 
•well as listen. 


Mr. Hughes in fact desires our "ob- 


servers"" to make it plain that ''non-Mos- 
lem" interests in the Near east must be 
protected- 
If we had a frill-fledged en- 


voy on the job he could do no more, for 
that is the very center of the Turkish 
problem. So far "non-Moslem" interests 
Lave been protected by the allies only 
through the dubious method of telling 
non-Moslems to move out. 
This is the 


situation in Thrace, where thousands of 
miserable Greeks have been moved away 
from their homes forever, as the only 
means the civilized world could suggest 
to save their lives. 


Nobody else has been protecting ''non- 


Moslem interests."' 
If Mr. Hughes suc- 


ceeds in doing it his "observers" will be 
the busiest figures at Lausanne.

Turks are on the warpath against any in- 
tf>rnal interference, with their half-baked 
frystem of peremptory justice, and they 
have just won a victory over Greece 
which they choose to consider a victory 
over all the allies. 
The principal point 


of the "freedom" they desire is a recog- 
nition that, in Constantinople, in Anato- 


lia, 
in Thrace, everywhere throughont 


their recently expanded domains and even 
in 7X>ne* where the allies are supposed to 
be protecting their own interests, the 
Turk shall henceforth rule and do as he 
pleases. 


One split after another between -Great 


Britain and Prance has made it ap- 
parent that the United States may even 
have to become a negotiator between 
these nations before a sufficiently bold 
front is patched up to scare the Turk in- 
to doing what Mr. Hughes is determined 
ftp must. 
Indications are we are in the 


Lausanne conference up to our necks. 


PROPOSED FEDERAL DIVORCE LAW 


The General Federation of Women's 


elubs wilJ have introduced in the next con- 
gress a federal marriage and divorce law, 
prepared by Mrs. Edwards Franklin 
White, deputy attorney general of India- 
na. 
Should the contemplated legislation 


lie outside the powers of congress, the as- 
sociation intends to try to have an en- 
abling constitutional amendment adopted. 


The proposed law wordd prevent has- 


ty and foolish marriages and make di- 
vorce more difficult. 
It would require, 


public notice of marriage or publication 
of banns, two weeks in advance of a wed- 
ding. 
It would permit divorce on only 


five grounds, these being infidelity, incur- 
able insanity, cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment, conviction for an infamous crime, 
and abandonment for one year. 
Neither 


party to a divorce could remarry in less 
than one year after the granting of an 
interlocutory decree. 


This legislation would mark decided 


advance in the welfare of society. 
Ef- 


forts to have it enacted will be more cre- 
ditable to the federation.

COURAGE OF ALLIES REVIVES 
Declarations that the Italian 'Pascisti 


are ready to join with the allies to cool 
the effrontery of the Turk Nationalists 
will strengthen the powers of Europe, in 
calling the Kemal bluff. 
Foch's positive 


assertion that the allied forces would be 
»ble easily to oubuaoeuver &nd defeat 


the Turks cannot fail to have a depress- 
ing effect on Turkish boldness. 


The petty, fermenting states of Cen- 


tral Kuropc would not dare to rattle their 
swords while the Italian soldiers were 
armed and in marching order. As far as 
Trotsky's red soldiers are concerned, they 
arc a color M'lieme in bolshevik diplomacy. 


Italy's stand would tend to preserve 


peace in the agitated section of Europe, 
and the allies could give their attention 
to KemaTs scornful fighters. Suddenly, 
therefore, the situation of the insolent 
Turks is changed for the better. 


THRACE, THE HYBRID 


Thrace—not that great northern region 


the ancient Greeks confounded as the 
birthplace of the northwind. nor the clas- 
sic Thrace of Homer, but a hybrid land 
of poor fanners of three races. Turk. 
Greek, Bulgarian, ridden by war and per- 
secution first by one controlling nation 
and then another, cut into two political 
parts by the north-and-south river Ma- 
ritza and into a dozen potential parts by 
scheming politicians—is the first bane of 
contention between Turk and ally at the 
big conference in Lausanne, Switzerland. 


This miserable little scrap of earth, 


scarcely visible on a world map. would 
probably be equally misgoverned whether 
won by Turk. Greek or Bulgarian. Cer- 
tainly the Greek control of it. like the re- 
cently dislodged Greek control of Asia 
Minor, has not been reassuring. Yet such 
is the heat of argument over the question 
of whether victorious Turkey shall pos- 
sess all or half of it that France. England 
and Italy have been driven into a close 
alliance against their grumpy inclinations 
in order to prevent a revival of Balkan 
warfare. 
Turkey wants, not only ^rhat 


she used to have before the World war, 
hut what is known as "western Thrace" 
—the little wedge along the north coast 
of the Aegean sea which Bulgaria covets 
for an outlet to save her ships the trip 
around by way of Constantinople. 


It is interesting in this regard that the 


allies seem definitely to have discarded 
the self-determination policy of Woodrow 
Wilson and his Versailles colleagues in 
refusing to sanction a plebiscite west of 
the Maritza, which the Turks probably 
would win. They want no more upper 
Silesias and no more isolated, poverty 
stricken Austrias. 
They will settle the 


nationality of these people on the basis of 
the best economics and the safest poli- 
tics. Abandonment of "open diplomacy" 
as applied to parties who are liable to 
abuse it is not the only new characteristic 
of international conference revealed at 
Lausanne. 
The world prows practical. 


It doesn't want its order disturbed again 
by Balkan foolishness, and is conspiring 
together for whatever scheme holds the. 
best prospects of peace. 
Thrace is not 


worth another World war. nor a Balkan 
war. 


ANTI-SHAKERS 


The League Against Hand-Shaking 


winds up its annual meeting by the mem- 
bers absent-mindedly shaking hands with 
each other as they part. That's force of 
habit, inherited through the centuries 
from the days when a man extended his 
fighting hand to convince a friend that he 
didn't intend whacking him over the 
head. 


This peculiar league believes that shak- 


ing hands is a very dangerous practice, 
frequently responsible for the spread of 
contagious diseases. It is interesting as 
showing to what length germ terror will 
carry men, though we may doubt whether 
any member in good standing would re- 
fuse to accept our paper money, which 
ordinarily passes through many hands. 
And the scientists have established that 
there is practically no danger of germ 
transmission through paper currency!

of iodine 
is 


brown in color, and anything purporting to be col- 
orless tincture of iodine isn't 
iodine at 
all, but 


snme other chemical compound 
like ammonium 


iodide, tho uses and effects of which are quite rif- 
ferent from those of tincture of iodine. 


Whether tincture of iodine is the best 
first 


aid application for fresh wounds is scientifically 
debatable, but practically such treatment 
proved 


fairly satisfactory in the world war. soldiers carry- 
ing small capsules or viaJs of tincture of iodine to 
apply immediately to wounds. 
There is nothing 


else that I know of preferable to an immediate 
swabbing of minor cuts, abrasions or open wounds 
with tincture of iodine as a safe disinfectant. One 
application is enough, then the dressing should be 
immediately applied, with particular care not to 
touch the wound with fingers or with any article 
that is not sterilized (free of perms). 


Tincture of iodine may he painted over swellings 


from inflammation or injury—but 
one 
coat 
is 


nough for a wejsk. as a rule, if blistering is to be 
avoided. The purpose, is counter 
Irritation, and 


possibly some iodine is absorbed, acting as a stim- 
ulant to the reparative process. Ringworms, warts, 
canker sores within the mouth, mosquito and other 
nsect bites, hangnail and styes may bo relieved, 
cured or absorbed by the judicious application of 
iodine. 


A teaspoon of iodine in a quart of water makes 


a good, antiseptic solution for use as a gargle. 


One or two drops of iodine, taken in a glassful 


of water every day for three or four weeks each 
spring: and autumn will prevents goitre in young 
persons.

the treatment tho following day, and each alternate 
day till lice are no longer found. The nits (eggs) 
aro glued to the hair shafts near tho scalp. They 
are best removed by drawing strands of hair thru 
a cloth wet each time with hot vinegar. 


Salt and Water 


Is there any harm in using one teaspoonful of 


salt in a glass of water as a physic?—(Miss M. P.) 


Answer—A great many 
valetudinarians 
have 


some such habit, usually a pint or more of hot 
water is taken each morning on rising. I think it 
is better to drink cold or cool water, a pint or more, 
on rising, without any salt. This seems to serve 
the same purpose, and in some instances probably 
health is impaired by an excess of salt In the food.

walls of

houses with polished, shining plates 
of copper, gold, or silver.

afresh by slaves overy day so that 
their masters and mistresses might 
look at themselves in the metal mir 
rors. 


To judge from ancient manuscripts 


even the looking glass was not un- 
known in remote 
ages, a 
looking 


glass after our fashion, with a me- 
tallic layer behind the glass. 


Up to the fifteenth century, how- 


ever, Europe did not know the glass 
mirrors. 
These were first made in 


Venice and acquired 
an 
enormous 


fame which they have held to 
the 


present time. It seems as though no 
other city is able to rival Venice in 
the manufacture Of mirrors. 


Tiny, inconspicuous mirrors 
were 


constructed for a couple of centuries.
